QUAY ON THE WILSON BILL. 


He Hopes to Kill It by Tacking on 
Amendments. 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 4.—Senator Quay 
arrived from his home in Beaver last even-~ 
ing. His health is again precarious. - He 
will, however, return to Washington to- 
morrow. Senator Quay’s proposed amend- 
ments to the tariff measure have caused | 
considerable talk. The local politicians in 
particular are pleased. The senator hopes, 
by tacking on the free coinage of silver, the 
repeal of the state bank tax and providing 
for the purchase of 145,125 ounces of gold 
per month and the issue of notes therefor, 
will cause such disgensions in the demo- 
cratic party that the Wilson bill will be de- 
feated. When seen at his home in Beaver 
the senator had not much to Say in explana- 
tion of his course. He could give no as- 
surance that his tactics would kill the new 
tariff measure. He said he knew the dem- 
ocratic party of old. While the democratic 
senators would undoubtedly make a fight 
for specific protection for their own sections 
they would likely line up for the bill on the 
final vote. 

Senator Quay continued: “The democrats 
have a majority of three, I think, over the 
republicans in the senate. Whether this 
Majority can be overcome.or not is a ques- 
tion. I introduced the amendments without 
consultation with other republican sena- 
tors. I do not know anything about them, 
and I can’t say whether they will vote for 
the amendments or not. My object, of 
course, is to defeat the Wilson bill. This 
is the only way the silver question can be 
revived again this session, and it ought to 
please the silver men. As for the repeal of 


the state bank tax, that is democratic pol- ’ 


icy, and as the party seemed to be dodging 
the issue I thought I would give jt an Op- 
portunity to put itself on record. I believe 
in my gold proposition and have advocated 
it for some time, but Iwould not press this 
amendment now. It is part of the plan to 
defeat the Wilson bill, also. It is virtually 
the Sherman bill over again, except that 
goid is to be purchased instead of silver. I 
believe if the Sherman law had provided 
for the purchase of gold we would not have 
had the money panic last fall.’’ 

Senator Quay says that if a certain 
amount of gold was purchased each month 
in ten years the government would 
have a great reserve, while it would be add- 
ing to the circulation all the time. On re- 
turning to the Wilson Dill, he said: 

“The republicans have not decided upon 
any plan of action. They have nothing to 
go on now. Until the bill is presented by 
the finance committee we do not know 
what it will be. My amendments must a8) 
before the senate to be voted on. I was 
assured by a leading democrat onthe com- 
mittee some time ago that they would give 
full hearings to the manufacturers. I have 
not heard that this plan has been changed. 
My opinion is that it. will be some time be- 
fore the Wilson bili will be disposed of in 
the senate. I see where Senator Voorhees 
was quoted as saying that they would vote 
on the bill inside of a month. I think the 
senator was misquoted, for he knows it will 
take longer than that. It is a question 
whether the Wilson bill can be defeated or 
not. We have no assurance of it.” 

“Is it true that your silver amendment 
is intended to placate the populists and 
lure them back into the republican party?” 
was asked. 

“Well, that is a funny question to ask 
me. If I had any guch intention I certainly 


“would not discuss it in the newspapers.” 


The senator chuckled to himself as he 
made the reply. Senator Quay will proba- 
bly go to Florida the latter part of the 
week. When asked how his absence in 
Florida would affect his amendments of 
which he has given notice, he said: 

“Tf I get back from Florida in two or 
three months I will be in time for the ear- 
liest consideration of these amendments. 
The finance committee has cut out plenty 
ef work for itself.’”’ : 


HURRICANES AT SEA. 
The Taormiaa Encounters 


Ones in the Gulf Stream. 


New York, February 4~—~The Hamburg 
line steamship Taormina, Captain Koch, ar-

rived: today from Hamburg, after a perilous . 


voyage lasting twenty-two days. She én- 
countered two severe hurricenes in the gulf 
streanr, in one of which her main mast was 
snapped off close to the deck. The Tavor- 
mina brought 133 steerage passengers. In 
the early part of the voyage the weather 
was fair. When near Sable island, in lat- 
ftude 40.50 and longitude 69.40, she encoua- 
tered a hurricane from the southeast. Tue 
hurricane continued nearly forty-eight 
hours. 

At 7 o’clock, on the morning of the Sist 
ultimo, a big sea broke on the deck and 
the man at the wheel lost control of the 
vessel. The bolts in the main boom wee 
loosened and the boom, threshing about, 
struck life boat No. 8, on the starboard 
side, and knocked it overboard. Afterward, 
the boom, swinging with the roll of the 
ship, carried away the lee rigging of the 
mainmast and the mast, losing its braces, 
snapped off and went overboard to star- 
board. It was only by long and trouble- 
gome work that the crew were able to clear 
away the wreck. , 

Olli in large quantities was poured on the 
troubled waters. The main steerage pas- 
sefigers below deck were in an agony of 
terror. Some men were for hours on their 
knees praying, while others staggered about 
and cursed as they were pitched this way 
and that by the lurching ofthe vessel. 
When the mast went by the board, women 
gcreamed and some became hysterical. All 

: the ship to go down. Captain 
Koch went among the men and women and 
by personal appeals succeeded in allaying 
their fears somewhat. In the height of the 
storm Steward Huberiel fell on the deck 
and was seriously hurt internally. He was 
unconselous for four days and is still in a 
dazed condition.

SHOT BY CONSTABLES 


The Killing of Crawford Ballew and 
Wounding of Perry Moore 


AT WELLEORD, 8, C. SATORDAY HIGHT 


The Men Charged with Violating the 
Dispensary Law. 


ORDERED TO SURRENDER BY OFFICERS 


A Different Story Ie Told by Eye-Wit- 
nesses, Who Assert That Ballew 
Was Blein Without Cause. 


Wellford, 8. C., February 4—(Special.)— 
The Killing of Crawford Ballew and the 
wounding of Perry Moore, by state consta- 
bles, near here last night, was one of the 
most cold-blooded outrages ever perpetrated 
in the name of law. Ballew and Moore were 
recent comers in this neighborhood, from 
Greenville county. They were farmers liv- 
ing on the farm of Captain J. M. Benson, 
about two miles from Wellford. Last night, 
according to the facts elicited at the coro- | 
ner’s inquest, one of Tillman’s.spotters went 
to Ballew’s house about 11 o’clock, pre- 
tending to be drunk and asked him to show 
him the way to the railroad. 

Shot Dowa While Running. 

When they reached the raitroad Chief 
Constable Fant and Deputy Sheriff Dean, 
with a posse of six constables, halted Moore, 
who, not understanding what was up, broke 
and ran. The constables say he ran but 
fired as he ran. He says he did not shoot 
until fired at, and is borne out in his state- 
ment by two disinterested witnesses and by 
some women who are related to the dead 
man. All agree that he was running when 
he was fired upon by the posse. His leg was 
shattered just below the knee. He fell, cry- 
ing for help. The wounded man’s cries 
brought his brother-in-law, Ballew, out of 
his house, about fifty yards away. Moore 
says Ballew carried him into the cotton 
field toward his (Moore’s) house. The 
women at Ballew’s house were very much 
alarmed and in order to quiet them Ballew 
left Moore on the ground and ran towards 
his house. He was intercepted by Chief 
Fant, Deputy Boyce Dean and several 


others. 
What Witnesses Say. 


According to the testimony of the two dis 


at the meeting was the heart-broken cry of 
an excited woman: 
“That.is my man; please don’t shoot him!’ 
She was answered by the crack of a Win- 
chester and Ballew pitched forward into 


the arms of death. 

Tne stillness which always follows death, 
the agonize@ shriek of the woman; a still- 
ness again, and the brutal voice of a man 
demanding of the woman if there was “any 
more d—d men about here?’ and the 
tragedy was over. a 

The testimony of the constables differs 
from that of Babb and Gregory, the disin- 
terested men, quoted before, who say that 
Ballew offered no resistance. The con- 
stables say that, after Moore fled, and they 
fired on him, they advanced toward Bal- 
lew’s house: that they met Ballew and saw 
him advancing on them with a drawn 
pistol; that they covered him with shot- 
guns and rifles, and ordered him to throw 
down his pistols. He halted and lowered 
one and partially lowered the other, but 
immediately presented his pistols again and 
advanced until he was within ten feet of 
the posse, Boyce DeaQ and Fant telling 
him at every step to stop or they would 
kill him. When he got within ten feet, 
Massey fired a Winchester at him. om 

The Coroner’s Jury. 

The crowning infamy of the whole pro- 
ceeding, however, was the attempt to pack 
the coroner’s jury today. The jury con- 
sisted mainly of Tillman men. As it was 
originally drawn, the father and cousin of 
Boyce Dean were on the jury. Mr. An- 
drew Moore, who has been employed as 
counsel by the dead man’s family, called 
the attention of the coroner to the fact 
that the jury was being packed, and de- 
manded that Captain A. H. Dean and a 
qrunken man, by the name of Dobson, 
come off. 

After consultation, the sheriff; who is 
Captain A. H. Dean’s brother, concluded to 
withdraw Captain Dean and the drunken 
man, leaving Mr. Hoy, who is a cousin and 
engaged to marry Boyce Dean’s sister in a 
short while, on the jury to pass on a killing 
ef which Dean is accused. The jury was 
finally empanelecz, and, with a few excep- 
tions, consists of Tillman men. It did not 
render a verdict today, but adjourned untfi 
tomorrow to get the testimony of Massey, 
the slayer, who had not turhed up. 

Moore lay on the ground wounded all 
night. 

Despite the fact that Fant claims to have 
geen a pistel in Ballew’s hands at fifty or 
sixty feet, the night was dark and raining. 
No warrants were shown or attempted to 
be shown. The victims were not even told 
of a warrant. A warrant was out for the 
father of the wounded man, who surrender- 
ed and gave bond. 

There is no doubt but that the dead ana 
wounded men would voluntarily have sur- 
rendered had they known of the warrants. 
Public opinion among both political fac- 
tions condemn the act.

EXTRA PRECAUTIONS OF THE POLICE 


All Paris Excited Over the Execution to 
Take Place Today—Still Finding 
Bombs in Paris. 


Paris, February 4.—August F. Vaillant, | 
the anarchist who was convicted and sen- 
tenced to death for throwing a bomb in the 


chamber of deputies, will be executed to- | 


morrow morning. 

Thig settles the question which has for 
some days agitated Paris, whether Vaillant 
would die upon the guillotine or have ‘his 


on the Isle of Pines. The decision that he 
must die is regarded here as a defeat of 
the revolutionary party and a triumph for 
the opportunists, whe, since the bomb ex- 
plosion, have been demanding the enforce- 
mentef vigorous measures, and the strictest 
appligation of the law as a lesson to the 
an ists. 

Thefe is no doubt that President Carnot, 
wha has been anxious to act in strict ac- 
cordance with the constitution, has been 
condiderably perplexed as to what course he 
should take Vaillant’s case. All the memo- 
rial@ and petitions sent to him by sympa- 
thizérs of Vaillant, have been referred by 


him'to the pardon committee at the minis- | 


try ©f justice. The fate of Vaillant nominal- 
ly fests with the president, but in such 
cases he is guided by his adviser, the min- 
ister of justice. 

Despite all the efforts of the revolutionary, 
socialist and anarchist newspapers to com- 
pel Carnot to assume the responsibility, he 
has refused to do so. 

Among the most affecting petitions re- 
ceived at the Palais de L’ Elysee, was one 
which, it is claimed, was written by Sidonie, 
the daughter of Vaillant, to Madame Car- 
not, beseeching the latter to Interfere in be- 
half of the anarchist.

All Paris is intensely excited over the near 
approach of the execution, and a tremen- 
dous crowd is looked for in the streets 
near where the execution will take place. 
The police continue to make arrests of anar- 
ehists and the searches at the houses of 
suspected persons are unremittingly kept 
up, but notwithstanding the vigilance of the 
police, bombs and infernal machines con- 
tinueto be found in the streets and in the 
houses where they are placed by anarchists, 
who, in nearly every instance, escape de- 
tection. 

The police protections tomorrow will be on 
an extraordinary scale, but despite the show 
of force which the officials intend to make, 
it is feared that the execution of Vaillant 
will be the occasion of future startling at- 
tempts on the parts of the anarchists. 

Persons living near the prison De la 
Rouquette watched nearly all day for signs 
ef the approaching execution of August 
Vaillant, the anarchist, who threw a bomb 
= the chamber of deputies on December 

i. . 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon M. Labori, the 
lawyer who defended Vaillant at his trial 
visited the condemned man in his cell, He 
left soon, but returned at 7 o'clock. Per- 
sons on watch near the prison interpreted 
these visits as meaning that the execution 
would take place tomorrow. M. Labori 
was supposed to have gone to the prisoner 
with the information that President Car- 
not had declined to grant the reprieve, 
which the lawyer had requested orally. 

Instructions to the Warden. 

About 9 o’clock a mounted messenger 
from the ministry of justice delivered a 
sealed packet to Chief Warden Brun, of the 
Rouquette prison. In the next hour and a 
half a few persons gathered in the Place 
de la Rouquette. Policemen stood in 
groups of three at conspicuous points, as 
they have stood every evening during the 
last eight evenings. 4 

The crowds were still off in other parts 
of the city enjoying the foretaste of the 


carnival, whose approach was being her- | 


alded by men and women on the boulevards 
wearing masks and fancy coctumes, throw- 
ing confetti and tickling each other’s necks 
and faces with peacock feathers. 

Just after midnight a messenger from the 
prefecture of police entered The Figaro 
office and told the group of newspaper 
men chatting there that the execution 
would take place at daybreak. When the 
reporters started for the Place de la Rou- 
Guette the sky was biack, without a glim- 
mer of moonlight or starlight. Just after 
11 o'clock a fine rain had ‘begun to fall and 
it still filled the air. The boulevards were 
almost emypty at 1 o'clock, as many of the 
masqueraders had gone home and others 
had entered cafes to await there the hour 
for going into the Rouquette. From the 
knots of outcasts loitering on the streets 
near the prison men and women had car- 
ried the whispered news that Vaillant 


would die at daybreak. The message had 
been ‘hurried Gown the Rue de ila Rou- 


quette, along the Boulevard Voltaire to the 
Rue du Faubourg St. Antoine, and at every 
corner had summofied groups of listeners 
who at once made ready to go to the scene 
of execution. : ; : 
Around the Guillotine. 


At 1:15 o'clock 600 policemen entered the 
place de LaRauquette by two routes. They 
placed the barriers to keep back the ex- 
pected mob, Several hundred persons had 
gathered, most of them from the lowest 
quarters of the city. A man with starved 
features left the crowd, stepped to the 
spot where the guillotine was to be erect- 
ed, and, after shaking his tattered. sleeves 
at the crowd, shouted as he uncovered 
his head: | 

“IT am miore unlucky than he; pity me.”

Causes Which Led Up to Admiral Bea- 
. ham’s Action. : 

Rio de Janeiro, February 4—( 

1894, by the Associated Press. e Ass0- 
ciated Press correspondent in this city has 
made as thorough investigation as possible 
under the circumstances of the causes 
which ied up te the recent demonstration by 
Admiral Benham in this harbor in defense 
of the American shipping, which had deen 
subjected for a leng time te the reckiess 
firing of the insurgent ficet. 

As a resuit of the correspondent’s inquir- 
ies, the following facts have been obtained: | 
So long as Admiral de Mello was in charge 
of the insurgent vessels in Rio bay and at the 
head ‘of the revolutionary movemént, no 
blockade was permitted in this harbor. Ves- 
sels 6f foreign nations were permitted free- 
ly t: enter the bay, discharge their cargoes 

at the wharves, reload and quietly depart. 

When Admiral de Gama, after issuing his 
pronunciamento against Pexioto, deserted 
the government, joined De Mello and issued 
his famous imperial manifesto, he declared 
with a great deal of emphasis that he meant 
from that time forth to stop all commerce 
with Rio de Janeiro, and by this means 
practically destory the revenue which the 
Brazilian government was receiving from 
this source. England, he announced, as if 
on the authority of, British officials, was 
anxious for the restoration of the monarchy 
throughout Brazil and the overthrow of 
reciprocity. With this power in backing, he 
appeared to think that he was fully war- 
ranted in his autocratic action. Following 
close upon this declaration, he issued a 
warning to all vessels, no matter to what 
nation they belonged, that they must not 
attempt to discharge their cargoes, or they 
would rue it. Following this example set 
by their superior officer, the other insurgent 
leaders made use of the same threats. 

Minister ‘Thompson's Protest. 

When information of what they had done 
reached the ears of the United States min- 
ister, Mr. Thompson, he immediately made 
a vigorous protest, in the course of which 
he insisted that Admiral de Gama had no 
right to institute such a _ blockade. No 
matter what the ministers of other coun- 
tries thought of the order, Mr. Thompson 
said that he felt it his duty to demand 
ample protection for all vessels flying the 
flag of his country. Mr. Thompson did not 
rest satisfied with this protest, but prompt- 
ly paid a visit to Commander Henry F. 
Picking, Who was then in command of the 
American warships here, and asked him in 
the most decided manner to afford pro- 
tection to all American vessels. 

In reply to Minis¢gr Thompson, Command- 
er Picking said that if an American satlor 
was shot while his vessel was in the act 
of discharging her cargo, he would prompt- 
ly prosecute the captain of the rebel war- 
ship which was responsible for the sailor’s 
death. Beyond this, Commander Picking 
seemed unwilling to g0, and Minister 
Thompsdn was thus rendered powerless to 
do anything more for the protection of 
American shipping. 

Benham’s Action Changed Matters. 

Now everything is changed, owing to the 
determined action of Admiral Benham, who 
has assured the captains of American ves- 
sela that he will proteet ther ships and 
lighters, eso far as he is able to do so. At 
the same time, however, he has warned 
these captains that he cannot prevent them 
from running tne risk of chance shots at 
the wharves. It is impossible to discharge 
cargoes elsewhere. All the tugs used in 
towing the vessels are owned by Brazilians, 
and Admiral de Gama threatens to prompt- 
ly seize them if they tow lighters which are 
discharging.

Admiral Benham thinks that the risk at 


the wharves is slight, but he refuses at 
present to advise American captains how 
they should act.

The brothers, who 
are very high-strung, determined men, got 
wind of Ross’s presence in the neighbor- 
hcod, and came on him at Stevenson about 
12 o’clock, while he was waiting for tie 
Chattanooga bound train. The two were 
taken unawares, and did not return the 
fire.

His Employes Meet and Pay a Tribute 
to the Man They Loved.

Mr. Childs had a 
lot in Laurel Hill cemetery, but to many of 
his intimate: friends, it -seems appropiate 
that he should be laid to rest in the same 
mausoleum in Woodland cemetery that con- 
tains the dust of his friend and companion 
of life, the late A, J. Drexel, Whichever is 
decided upon, however, the interment will 
be private.

And Thinks the Canal Would Do Great 
Good to the Whole Country— What 
Mr. Farwell Saye, 


el 


Birmingham, Ala., February 4.—(Gpecial.) 
Hon. Jesse H. Farwell, of Detroit, Mich., 
was in the city yesterday with -his family 
en route to New Orleans, from which place 
the party will go to San Francisco, after 
mardi gras. Mr. Farwell is one of the 
most prominent and wealthy men in the 
northwest. He is an enthusiast about the 
proposed Nicaragua canal and talks most 
entertainingly on the subject. 

“Tl want the United States government to 
take possession of the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany’s grant from the state. of Nicaragua 
and let the.contract for the completion of 
the work at.the earliest day possible,” he 
said. “Arrangements can be made with the 
contractors by which they, will take their 
pay in government bonds ng 2 per cent 
interest and payable in gold in 100 years. 
These bonds could be made convertible, at 
the will of the holder, at any time into a 
treasury note, convenient for circulation 
anywhere in the land. And-this treasury 
not could be made reconvertible into bonds 
with equal convenience. The advantages of 
such a system of currency circulation are 
too apparent to require any argument, and 
when combined with the construction of an 
interoceanic canal will be giving to the peo- 
ple of the United States largely increased 
facities for trade and commerce with the 
Pacific side of- our continent and the vast 
population of the oriental countries. The 
construction of the Nicaragua canal will 
put us 2,700 miles nearer than England to 
the western coast of South American, 1,900 
miles nearer Japan, and 1,000 miles nearer 
Australia than England is. It will shorten 
the water route from San Francisco to 
London 7,000; New Orleans to San Fran- 
cisco, 11,000 miles, and New York to San 
Francisco, 10,000 miles. 

“The construction of this canal will ena- 
ble the American people to resurrect a 
once rich but now dead and buried ocean 
commerce and take a strong hold of the 
finances of the world. 

‘New York, Chicagé and New Orleans 
lie midway of the natural track of travel 
of the commerce of the world, consisting 
of the rich trade of western Europe flow- 
ing in its western course and meeting upon 
our Atlantic course and the immense vol- 
ume of trade which must inevitably flow 
in an easterly direction from the vast pop- 
ulation, now estimated at 900,000,000, of east- 
ern Europe, Asia and Africa. This is bound 
to come about when the small natural bar« 
rier that now exists is removed by the 
proposed canal. In the system of finance 
which I have outlined for the payment of 
that improvement, the government will car- 
ry its cost at 2 per cent when in bonds 
and without interest when in treasury notes 
and the people will be assured of a system 
of currency circulation at once permanent 
convenient, flexible and safe. 

“If the money expended directly and in- 
directly at the world’s fair by the Amer- 
ican people had been devoted to the ‘con- 
struction of the Nicaragua canal it would 
have been almost, if not entirely, sufficient 
to complete it. Invested in this way, it 
would certainly have done more toward 
honoring the memory of Columbus than the 
building of the magnificent white city by 
the lake, which is now so rapidly vanishing 
into nothingness.”’ 

The Cyclone in Mississippi. 

Winona, Miss., February 4-—The cyclone 
that passed over this county yesterday was 
especially severe at McAnnerney, & small 
town six miles west of here. The railroad 
depot was lifted up bodily and thrown from 
its pillars, wrecking the building. The most 
serious damage so far reported was the de- 
struction of the storehouse of P. W. Guen- 
ther. It was literally torn to pieces and 
scattered in every direction. Mrs. Guen- 
ther, who was alone in the store at the 
time, was seriously injured by the falling 
timbers and her recovery is doubtful. Re- 
ports from the country are comng in slowly 
and indicate heavy property losses. 

Nearly every house in Gate City was more 
or less damaged by the storm. An immense 
amount of timber in the track of the storm 
was destroyed. The damage will amount to 
a large sum, ; 

At East Birmingham a church and school 
building were wrecked. Near Choccolocco 
a tree fell on Mrs. J. F. McDowell’s house 
killing her instantly. Telegraph wires were 
blown down and many trees fell across the 
railroad tracks. 


VON CAPRIVI’S DINNER. 
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Many Dignitaries Will Attend it—The 
Chancellor’s Successor. 


Berlin, February 4.—(Copyright, 18M, 
by the United Press)—Chancellor Von Ca- 
privi’s parliamentary dinner tomorrow 
evening will be a grand function, attended 
not only by all the cabinet ministers, but 
also by an unusual number of imperial 
dignitaries. Members of the opposition say 
that the dinner will mark the climax of 
the chancellor’s career as within a month 
Genera) Frei Herr Von Loe, a strong Bis- 
marckian, with an agrarian policy, wil 
replace him. Without doubt Von Loe en- 
joys the friendship of the emperor, al- 
though not continuing his bias toward the 
chancellor, but in designating him as the 
immediate successor to the chancellorehip, 
the conservatives simply show_the party’s 
utter lack of capable men whom they Cguld 
select to lead the imperial government. 

General Von Loe has political prejudice; 
but no reputation as a statesman. He 
has the emperer’s esteem, but that esteem 
concerns chiefiy his abilities as a sol- 
dier. Nothing seems to open the eyes of 

e conservatives to the fact that their 
vioient attacks upon Caprivi tend to 


| strengthen his official position. 


The dinner at the chancelloric tomorrow 
will prelude the presentation of the Russian 
commercial treaty in the reichstag. The 
emperor, who feels that his personal policy 
has been censured through the aspersions 
cast on the chancellor, hes intimated his 
intention to be present immediately after 
the dinner and it is expected that he will 
seize. the opportunity to dispel the con- 
servative delusion that he cares less for 
the fate of the treaty than does Caprivi. 

The close friends of the ministers believe 
that the conservatives, if once thoroughly 
convinced of the emperor’s approval of the 
tréaty, would moderate their opposition, 
Apart from any results likely to arise from 
the emperor’s personal influence, the gov- 
ernment can reckon on obtaining thirty 
majority for the treaty. The certainty that 
the commercial entente between Russia and 
Germany will be restored may have much 
to do with the origin of the report that 
Emperor William and the cZar are likely 
to -meet next summer. It is well known, 
however, that Count Schouvaloff, Russian 
ambassador here, and Count von Caprivi 
are eager to establish more cordial relations 
between St. Petersburg and Berlin, and have 
been seeking Means of strengthening and 
extcnding the entente, The Bismarckian 
press says the emperor’s visits to England, 
althcugh obviously devoid of political sig- 
niucance, excited the fll feeling of the Rus- 
sian court toward him, and that a friendly 
mesting of the two sovereigns on nussian 
ground would do much to remove the mis- 
understanding, Such a meeting, Bismarck- 
jan journals say, is now reported to be 
engaging the attention of both governments,

THE KILLING. OF FRANK CASTLEBERRY 


He Is Shot Down by Henry Carter, Who 
Charges That Frank Was Too In- 
timate with His Wife. 


Stone Mountain, Ga., February 4,—(Spe- 
cial.)—As the 8 o’clock passenger train came 
in five pistol stots ratig out on the’ air, 
Almost before the sound of the shots died, 
away the screams of women and children 
were heard emanating from a negro res- 
taurant kept by Frank Castleberry., Every- 
body began running towards the restaurant 
ard as Marshal Steve McCurdy and Bailiff 
Lanford stafted to enter the hotise they 
met Herity Carter, a one-legged nekro, com- 
ing eut with a smoking pistol in his hand, 
and, walking up to Mr: Lanford, said: “I 
am the man who did the shooting, and here 
is my pistel that I did it with.” Lying in 
the house was Frank Castlebefry dead, 
with five pistol holes in his head and body. 
He died instantly and without uttering a 
word. 

It seems the killing occurred all about 
Frank's intimaty with Henry's wife. Henry 
hearing about this yesterday morning, went 
over to Mr.’Clatid Mackin’s héme and bor- 
rowed Mr. Mackin’s pistol from, Mrs. Mack- 
in, saying the polécats were Killing his chick- 
eis and that he wanted to ‘Bfop it. He 
went immediately to Frank’s restaurant, 
and, upon going..in, asked. Frank if he 
had any fish and the price. Upon being 
told that he had fish, Henry ordered Frank 
to weigh him up some. .Before Frank could 
turn around to get the fish Henry, without 
saying another word, began firing into 
Frank with the above result. Henry was 
carried Lefore Judge McCurdy, who sent 
him to jail to await the action of the 
gtand jury, which meets next week. 


THEY DRANK TOGETHER. 


And as They Walked Out of the Sa- 
loon a Tragedy Ensued. 
Valdosta, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)—The 
Telescope’s Lake Park correspondent fur- 
nishes an account of a fight there last night 
in which a white max named Bubber Hiers 
sent a pistol ball through the brain of Sam 
Lofton, killing him instantly.

Hiers drew his pistol from his hip pocket, 
threw it around and fired at Lofton's bosom, 
the ball missing its mark Lofton turned 
his back as if to run, when the second shot 
struck him in.the back ef the head, killing 
him instantly. 

The men had their arms locked when the 
first shot was fired, and from appearances 
were on friendly terms. Lofton fell on his 
face without speaking after the second shot 
was fired. ; 

Lofton has beeu on too intimate terms 
with Hiers’s sister, and has promised for 
three years to marry her. Hiers had prom- 
ised for séme length of time to kill him if 
he didn’t. The dead man failed in his prom- 
ise and Hiers carried his threat into execu- 
sion as stated. The coroner's jury brought 
in a verdict of voluntary manslaughter.

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The Farmers on Top. 

The Richmond Christian Advocate has 
@ sunimary of statistics showing that 
in 1720 our cities of 8,000 inhabitants 
and over contained one-thirtieth of the 
pepulation of the country. In 1840 they 
contained one-twelfth; in 1860, one-sixth; 
im 1880, one-fourth, and in 1890, about 
one-third. From 1790 ‘to 1880 our total 
population increased twelve fold, and 
our town population eighty-six fold. 
Muring the last half century city popula- 
tion has increased more than four times 
@s rapidly as that of the villages and the 
country. In 1860 we had only six cities 
with a population of 8.000 or more. In 
SRSO0 there were 286, and in 1890 437.

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The Tariff and the Gold Standard, 

We referred yesterday to the fact that 
the barbarian rigor of India on the cur- 
reney question is shaking the elect of 
this enlightened republic. The parallel 
between the condition of the two coun- 
tries goes considerably deeper than the 
gold loan which both have deemed it 
necessary to make. 

India’s currency troubles arise from 
the fact that she is compelled to pay in 
gold an @nnual interest charge on her 
foreign debt of about ninety millions a 
year. But for the necessity of raising 
ninety millions in gold annually, India 
would have had no trouble witb her cur- 
rency. 

How is it with the United States? Very 
little of our national debt is now held 
abrozd, but the amount of our securi- 
ties of all kinds so held has been vari- 
ously estimated at from one tu five bil- 
lions. Tet us suppose that $2,500,000,000 
of railway, steamboat, telegraph, tele- 
phone and other industrial bonds are 
held abroad. The interest on this sum, 
even at 4 per cent, would amount to 
$100,000,000 annually. If this futerest 
cannot Le settled by exports of staple 
products and merchandise it will have 
to be settled in gold. In 1891-02 there 
was 2 small margin in our favor so far 
as the visible balance of trade was con- 
cerned. but the interest charges on 
American securities held abroad overbal- 
anced this, and the result was that pear 
ttirty millions in gold had to be sent 
abroad to settle it. 

The “eminent bankers” and the finan- 
cial experts declared that the Sherman 
law was driv™g the gold ouf, but the 
simple truth was that these experts had 
failed to add- to the sum total of our 
imports the interest charges to be paid 
abroad. Our exports lacked near $30,- 
000,000 of settling this balance, and so 
gold had to be shipped to pay it. 

Now, the question arises, to what ex- 
tent will the Wilson bill stimulate im- 
ports of forcign goods? This is a vital 
question. The tariff and the currency 
questions have been supposed to bear 
small relations to each other, but under 
the single gold standard they are inti- 
mately connected, as will presently be 
seen if the new tariff law has the ef- 
fect of stimulating imports, 

If, under the McKinley Jaw, our im- 
ports have been so large that it has been 
necessary to add a supply of gold to our 
exports in order to pay the interest on 
American securities held abroad, what 
will be the result if the Wilson bill en- 
larges, as it ought and is intended to do, 
the volume of our imports? 

The answer is easy. If we are to hold 
to the single gold standard, more bonds 
will be necessary. Gold will be irresis- 
tibly drawn out to settle the adverse bal- 
ance, and more bonds will be necessary 
in order, as John Sherman says, to 
“maintain the parity” of things. 

This is the outlook, and it is not a 


| hopeful one. The Wilson bill will add 


to the drain on our gold resources, not 
because it is wrong, or because it is a 
bad bill, but hecause the single gold 
standard is fatally wrong—because gold 
monometallism must always stand in the 
way of a tariff for revenue only in a 
eountry that is a debtor to and not a 
creditor of other pations.

Hard Times and Religion. 


A few months ago The lfew York Sun 
called attention to the facet that in all 
our former periods of hard times great 
religious revivals accompanied them. 
It went on to say that the absence of 
any religious awakening during the 
present depression showed that the peo- 
ple were hopeless and had lost their 
faith in God. 

At the very time The Sun made this 
statement Chicago was in the midst of 
a great revival, and the church papers 
reported similar meetings throughout 
the south and west. The wave has at 
last reached New York and Brooklyn, 
and the newspapers speak of it as the 
deepest and strongest that has oceur- 
red in forty years. The Boston Journal 
says of it: 

Not since the black year of disaster, 1am, 
when congress last made an attempt ¢o 
force protection out of the tariff, have the 
New York and Brooklyn churches found 
the wage earners—the common people—go 
ready to listen sympathetically to great re- 
ligious truths. Meetings are now being held 
daily in forty Brooklyn churches. Mission 
Stations and houses of refuge and réscue 
are thronged. “‘I have never seen,’ says 
the veteran Rev. Dr. MacArthur, of Cal- 
vary Baptist church, ‘‘a greater spirit of 
religious enthusiasm than now exists in 
Brooklyn.”” Dr. Gregg, of the Lafayette 
avenue Presbyterian church, formerly of 
our Park street, corroborates Dr. Mac- 
Arthur’s statement. Dr. Robert Collyer 
thinks that this renewal of fervor in the 
midst of the business distress “is merely 
the human heart’s instinctive cry of ‘God 
help me.’” “I attribute it almost wholly 
to the panic,” says Dr. Parkhurst. “When 
stocks go down religion goes up.”’ Several 
of the evangelists who are laboring in 
Brooklyn testify that the awakening is the 
most general and remarkable in their ex- 
perience, 

It is not certain that these conditions 
are the results of hard times, but there 
is no doubt about the awakening. A 
Boston divine expresses the opinion that 
the movement has started because the 
time has come for an era of religious de- 
velopment, and he predicts that the first 
twenty-five years of the twentieth cen- 
tury will show an adyance of religious 
thought and feeling not dreamed of now. 

For more than a generation we have 
devoted ourselves to progress along cer- 
tain intellectual and material lines. 
Nothing would be more natural than to 
see a reaction. Perhaps in the next few 
years there will be as much general in- 
terest in religious matters as our people 
have heretofore felt in the material af- 
fairs of life. At all events, it is safe to 
say that The Sun was wrong when it 
intimated that the great body of the 
people no longer looked to God for help 
in times of distress and disaster.

Tom Green Arrested, Suspected of 
Breaking a Safe. 
HE HAS SERVED IN THE GANG BEFORE 


High’s Store Robbed of $27.50 by a Burg- 
lar—Chiet Connolly Issuesan Order 
About Loiterers and Hacke,

Tom Green, a vagabondish white man, 


who has worn the stripes during several 


terms in the county chaingang, was arrest- 
ed yesterday by Mounted Odaicers Barrett 
and Conn suspected of attempting to blow 
open the safe of Dunwoody & Haug, retail 
shoe men, at 232 Marietta street, night be- 
fore last. 

The arrest of Green may prove to be an 
important development in the solution of 
the other cases of a similar kind which 
the city detectives are now trying to un- 
cover. In other words, if Green is proven 
to be the guilty man in the case in which 
he was arrested, the officers believe it will 
be an easy matter to fasteh the guilt of the 
other robberies upon him. 

Beyond battering and badly mutilating 
the safe_of the firm mentioned, no harm was 
done, as the robber failed in his purpose. 
The robber entered the store through a 
rear window, and, from the work done on 
the big iron safe, it is evident that he was 
well supplied with tools. 

The combination was broken off with a 
hammer, as were the heavy hinges, all of 
which bore signs of heavy battering. The 


: robber had worked with great persistence 


and industry, and had only given up the 
job when it became apparent that the safe 
would not yield to the force of the blows. 

A gentleman passing up the street saw 
& man climbing out of the window. He 
reported this incident to Mounted Officer 
Barrett, and said that it was his belief 
that the man was Tom Green, th) ex-con- 
vict. Officer Barrett let Officer Conn into 
his confidence, and the two began to work 
up the case. 

They shadowed Green for quite a while, 
and saw that he was in company with two 
ex-convicts with whom he had served sen- 
terces in the gang. They learned enough 
about the movements of the three men to 
strengthen their belief in Gréen’s guilt, and 
to cause them to arrest him. 

Green strongly denied knowing anything 
about the attempted safe robbery. He said 
that his arrest was due to the fact that 
he had been so frequently convicted, and 
that the officers took advantage of his well- 
Known record to arrest him without suft- 
client grounds of suspicion. , 

He has been out of the county chaingang 
but ten days. He served a three months’ 
senteace there, which was but one of many. 
In the language of Officer Conn, he ‘‘was 
raised in the gang.”’ 

The two mounted officers who arrested 
Green are working on the case, and believe 
that they will be able to get up enough 
evidence against Green to convict him be- 
fore a jury. The two safg robberies of a 
week ago are believed to be the work of 
the same gang that attempted to rob the 
safe of Dunwoody & Haug, and an inter- 
esting series of robberies may be shown up 
by the investigation the officers are now 
making. 

High's Store Warglarized. 

Detectives Looney and Cason are investi- 
gating the burglary the® occurred at Hizh’s 
dry goods store, on Whitehall street, night 
before last. The robbery was unusual in 
some respects. The burglar climbed up on 
the outside of the building in some way, 
and, by smashing a small window on the 
second floor, crawled into the building. 

Once inside, the burglar had everything 
his own way. At his leisure he wandered 
about the store seeking what he might take 
away. His taste did not run in the direc- 
tion of dry goods, and he rifled the cash- 
drawer and pocketed $27.50, the total:amount 
of cash that had been left unsecured in the 
store. The burglar then made his exit.

Burglaries and robberies of .every de- 
Scription have increased so alarmingly of 
recent days that Chief Connolly has taken 
unusual steps to check the thieves. He has 
daily issued verbal instructions to the men 
to be especially watchful to prevent burg- 
laries, but yesterday he put his edict in 
the more emphatic shape of an order.

During the day Hill’s attorneys called to 
see him and spent some time in conversa- 
tion with him.

The an- 
gwers to them are valuable as matters of 
gtatistical information, and from the point 
ef view of the character student, they offer 
@ field for speculation and study. For in-’ 

ce, <loes the long association with blue, 
buttons and criminals have a subtle effect 
n the moral man? The ethical value of 

Phis study cannot be overestimatec. 

In the first place the badge and buttons 
and blue of the policeman have peculiar 
@harms for the average of mankind. There 
are walking the strects of Atlanta to'lay 
Many robust citizens who would like to be 
patrolling the town with a stately tread and 
a billy. As a matter of fact, there are 
about fifty t'mes as many applicants for po- 
Hicemen’s places as there are policemen. 
There is always a scramble to get on the 
force, and a patrolman, leech like, clinging 
Zo the plum when once it is obtained. 

This being true, when a man Jeaves the 
‘force his action means either that he has ex: 
perienced a change of fortune for better or 
for worse. He has either been fired bodily 
or he leaves with the prospect of doing 
better for himself. It is interesting to. fol- 
fow them after they leave. In most‘instantes 
a term on the force has the effect of making 
@ man a more moral and law abiding citi- 
gen than he was before he entered the city’s 
pervice. The restraint thrown around him 
while in office orystalizes Mmto habit and 
proves of benefit to him when he gets into 
@ther business. 

There are several successful men in At- 
Janta who once wore the Atlanta police uni- 
form. Perhaps the most striking .example 
of this kind is afforded by Judge Jim Ander- 
gon, who is now one of Atlanta's best law- 
yers. Jucge Anderson was a “cop’’. for a 
considerable period in his young manhood, 
and according to tradition he made a good 
one. He was the terror of the toughs, and in 
fhe cays when policing was a more 
precarious business than it is now he did 
effective work In promoting the city’s peace. 
He was known as a muscular policeman who 
@id not hesitate to appeal to the argument 
of muscle when moral suasion failed of its 
purpose. 

Judge Arderson was once a mounted 
@fficer and took in a large part of the city’s 
territory on his daily circuit. He was a 
familiar figure on the street and the people 
that saw him riding. not very gracefuiiy, 
along had no thought that he was pre- 
figuring a successful caréer as an attorney. 
But even during the time that he was 
wearing a policeman’s uniform his mind 
was actively engaged with castle building, 
which in later years proved to be founded 
on rea-‘ity. He studied law at nights and 
worked with unconquerable persistence. 
The members of the Atlanta police force 
are fond of pointing to him as an example 
of what a policeman can do if he has the 
mecessary pluck and brains. 

Another ex-policeman who has become 

mifortably  welj-to-do is, Mr. John F. 
aith. Mr. Faith pays taxes on about $t50,- 
600 worth of real estate. The nucievs for 
his fortune was made while he worked on 
the police force. He was as successful as 
an officer as he has been since as a busi- 
ess man.

It 
was years ago, before the war, that Mr. 
Dougherty was on tHe force, and there is 
mot a single man connected with the de- 

riment now that was with it when Mr. 

He is still re- 
membered by old citizens as a viligant and 
watchful officer. He has made a great 

Buccess in business since leaving the force, 
and it is not unlikely that he imbided 
many excellent ideas during his career as a 
patrolman. 

Mr. Sampson A. Morris, the ex-council- 
man, is one of the later members of the 
force that has made a success of business. 
Mr. Morris was connected with the force 
for quite a while and there are men on the 
force at present who remember doing police 
@uty with him. But his ambition rose 
higher and he gave up policing for some- 
thing more lucrative and with better pros- 
pects for future sucgess. .The same sturdy 
Qualities that made him a good officer have 
Brought him success in business.

The Damsgo Done tothe Bilectric Systems 
Throughout the City 2How li Hurt 
the Telephone Lines. 
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Atlanta caught the rear end of a smail- 
sized cyclone Saturday night. 

It came in such ‘a sudden and unex- 
pected shape that the people indoors 
scarcely realized that it was anything mere 
than a stiff gale and a hard rain. The 
large audience at the theater listened to 
Mansfield with rapt attention and the 
patter of the rain on the roof of the Grand 
had no more significance’ than the usual 
showers of the past few days. The huge 
throng at the courthouse was waiting in 
eager anticipation for the verdict of the 
jury and the rattling of the windows was 
to the people there only an unusual gus? ef 
the winter night’s wind. 

But on the outside old Jupiter Pluvius 
was getting in his work in great shape. 
The rain fell in torrents and the wind, 
increasing every moment, howied and 
shrieked through the streets with alarm- 
ing force. The gusts rounded the corners 
in reguiar clusters and played sad havoc 
with the tin roofs in every part of the city. 

The wind hit the electric systems and 
did damage in every @irection. A crosved 
wire caused the fire alarm to sound long 
and loud and many rushed out to answer 
what they thought was the riot call. 

Live wires sizzed and sputtered in many 
places and forces of workmen were kept 
busy all night fixing things in shape. The 
damage done to the telephone system was 
slight as far a&S money is concerned, but 
a greunded current from a.main wire 
made connection and communication very 
difficult all day yesterday. 

Manager Gentry will put his men to work, 
however, éarly this morning and by 10 
o’clock everything with his system will be 
in good trim. 

Scarcely any damage except a good shak- 
ing up was done to the telegraph wires. 
They fortunately escaped without any great 
injury. 

The Department Wires, 

The fire department signal system was 
badly injured by the’ storm and for the 
next two weeks nearly all of one section of 
the city will be without fire alarm boxes. 

Eight boxes were so badly crippled that 
they will have to be sent east for repairs. 

Some of the wires heavily charged with 
electricity came in contact with one of the 
fire alarm wires, causing the destruction of 
boxes 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 113, 114 and 21. All of 


these boxes were entirely burned out and last 


night were sent. back to the faciory for 
repairs. In addition to the destruction of the 
eight boxes, qe section of the repeater 
controlling the entire circuit, was destroy- 
ed, thus rendering the entire circuit on 
Peachtree, Broad, Harris; Cain, Courtland 
and Ivy streets worthless. Seven of the 
boxes in that circuit, 12, 13, 19, 112 and 115, 
however, are yet in good condition and have 
been connected with the engine house by an 


independent wire which taps a separate gong 


and does not ring the big bell. 
Residents near the crippled boxes given 
will have to send in an alarm by ‘phone.
